WASHINGTON (UPI) - Admonished 
to work on issues and not personalities, a 
HousrSenate conference com m ittee 
voted today to approve a IMO million 
program of federal “weatherization1 
grants for public buildings, schools and 
hospitals.

$800 for making homes more energy- 
efficient.

JOHANNESBURG, 
South Africa 
(UPI) — South Africa says 18 black con­ 
sciousness groups will be banned perma­ 
nently despite the recall of the U.S. am­ 
bassador and growing pressure for U N 
action against the white regime. 
Police Minister Jimmy Kruger said 
Sunday in a television and radio inter­ 
view the anti-apartheid organizations 
would never be allowed to function 
again, but that two black newspapers. 
The World and Weekend World, might 
eventually be allowed to resume publica­ 
tion. 
The United States recalled Ambas­ 
sador William Bowdler to discuss South 
Africa's crackdown on black dissent last 
week in which 70 black leaders were 
detained, three newspapers shut down 
and 18 groups disbanded. 
Prime Minister John Vorster, in an 
American television interview Sunday, 
ruled out any compromise on South 
Africa’s racial supremacist policies, 


which are opposed by American leaders. 
“Obviously we must survive on our 
own and we are prepared to stand alone 
if we must." he said “It appears to us at 
the moment, the Soviets want to kill us 
off by force, (and) the United States 
wants to strangle us with finesse ” 
At the United Nations, the Security 
Council was beginning a three-day 
debate today on demands by black na­ 
tions for an economic and arms embar­ 
go on South Africa in retaliation for the 
crackdown. 
Kruger said the anti-apartheid groups 
would be banned permanently but he 
denied the government was attempting 
to crush opponents of the government's 
racial policies 
“People who don’t like apartheid are 
quite entitled to say so. but opponents of 
the state who contemplate its violent 
overthrow will certainly be stopped and 
that's why the action was taken." 
Kruger said.

SALISBURY. Rhodesia (UPI) - 
Twelve persons, including a white Dutch 
Reformed church minister and his wife, 
died in war-related incidents in Rhodesia 
during the weekend, the military com­ 
mand announced today. 
A commumique said the Rev. Andries 
Louw Brand, 40, and his wife Tabina 
Metje Brand, 42, were killed “in a 
terrorist ambush" Sunday night as they 
traveled between the midlands towns of 
Goswe and Que Que. 
Brand. African Dutch Reformed 
church minister for Que Que, was 
returning “from having administered 
communion in the Gokwe area," the 
communique said. 
Brand was born in Rhodesia. His wife 
was from the Netherlands. The couple 
had six children. 
The communique said Rhodesian 
troops during the weekend killed six 
black nationalist guerrillas and one 
black civilian “living with and actively 
assisting a terrorist gang." 
The communique said guerrillas of the 
Zimbabwe African National Liberation 
Army, the military wing of Robert 
Mugabe's Zimbabwe African National 


Union (zanu), “brutally murdered a 
kraal head in southwestern Rhodesia A 
kraal is a cluster of huts. 
In Salisbury, Prime Minister Ian 
Smith said a British diplomat coming to 
Rhodesia next week to look into ways of 
ending the guerrilla war faces an 
“almost impossible" task. 
Smith, speaking to reporters on televi­ 
sion Sunday, also said he doubted an 
Anglo-American plan to bring about 
majority rule in the white-ruled nation 
would succeed 
"I cannot see this initiative suc­ 
ceeding. This is my absolute honest as­ 
sessment,” he said. 
"I regret to have to strike a pes­ 
simistic note in this regard, but I must 
be pragmatic and ensure that Rhode­ 
sians aren’t led astray into believing that 
things will happen which I don’t believe 
will happen." 
Smith said Field Marshal Lord Carver, 
the man designated by Britain to govern 
Rhodesia during a transitional period, 
and Indian Lt. Gen. Prem Chand, the 
U N special reDrese ^native on Rhodesia, 
were unlikely to ut jomplish much on 
their visit to Rhodesia next week.

The Palermo protests were an exten­ 
sion of weekend violence in Italy and 
France in which a Milan city councilman 
was shot eight times and a policeman 
was maimed by a bomb. 
Police in Palermo said the violence 
began when left-wing protesters strayed 
from their authorized demonstration 
route and officials tried to turn back the 
march. 
One policeman was seriously injured 
in the clash and a dozen others were 
h u r t , p o l i c e s a i d . T w e n t y - s i x 
demonstrators were detained and four of 
them also required medical treatment. 
Earlier in the day police found a 
firebom b a g a in st the w all of a 
Volkswagen service station and ex­ 
tinguished the lighted fuse. 
Three bottle-bombs were also thrown 
at German or right-wing targets in 
Trieste in northeast Italy without caus­ 
ing serious damage 


Carlo Arienti. 31, a Milan councilman, 
was shot eight times outside his home by 
two men and a woman as he left for 
church Doctors said Arienti — hit seven 
times in the legs and once in the chest — 
was in satisfactory condition despite ex­ 
tensive internal damage.

was linked to the Baader-Meinhof 
deaths. 
“I am from the Red Brigades," ANSA 
quoted the caller as saying. "This morn­ 
ing one of our commando teams wounded 
Carlo Arienti, a man of the Christian 
Democrats in the service of the chiefs. 
“Honor to our West German comrades 
killed 
by German im p e r ia lism . 
Remember that in the end nothing will 
remain unpunished." the caller said. 


PANAMA CITY, Panama (UPI) - 
Panamanians approved the new Panama 
canal treaties by a 2-to-l margin in 
voting Sunday, leaving the future of the 
strategic waterway in the hands of the 
U.S. Senate. 
With 80 per cent of the votes counted 
this morning, the totals were 374,722 in 
favor, 188,035 against, with 8,206 invalid 
ballots. 
Voting officials said between 90 and 95 
per cent of 800,000 eligible voters in this 
nation of 1.7 million persons cast ballots 
few or against the treaties, which turn 
control of the strategic waterway and its 
adjacent zone over to Panama by the 
year 2000. 
Indians of the San Blas Island voted 
against the treaties and, for good 
measure, one group took down the 
Panamanian flag and ran up the Stars 
and Stripes. 
A spokesman for the Indians said they 
feared approval of the treaties would 
hurt the tourist trade, which depends on 
U.S. visitors. 
The San Blas vote against the treaties 
was 2,533 to 2,423. San Blas was the only 
area which voted against the treaty. 
Panama’s chief treaty negotiator, 
Romulo Escobar Bethancourt, earlier 
had estimated that 85 per cent of the 
voters would favor the treaties. U.S. of­ 
ficials in Panama had predicted a 90 per 
cent “yes” vote. 
As he watched the votes being tallied 
at the Legislative Palace, Carlos Lopez 
Guevara, another treaty negotiator, 
said: “A massive vote in favor wasn’t 
expected because we’re paying a price 
for the treaty. 
“We’re sending a message to the U S. 
Senate that we’re not entirely satisfied 
with the treaties." 
With Panama’s approval of the pacts, 


the next step is up to the U.S. Senate, 
which must ratify the treaties before 
they take effect. 
“I have never had any doubt that the 
Senate would ratify the treaties,” Gen. 
Omar Torrijos, the Panamanian head of 
state, said just before the polls closed. 
One treaty covers the turning over of 
the 51-mile canal to Panama by 2000. The 
second covers neutrality of the canal 
after the year 2000, including the U S. 
right to intervene militarily. 
Torrijos said he never doubted a vic­ 
tory because “the people wanted a 
peaceful solution’’ to end American con­ 
trol of the waterway that runs through 
Panama to link the Atlantic and the 
Pacific oceans. 
“Thousands of mothers voted today so 
their sons would not have to die in a 
bloody battle they did not provoke," 
Torrijos told a nationwide radio audien­ 
ce. “I was aware that these people were 
waiting for a reply with votes and not 
with boots, rifles or cannons." 
Since a favorable vote had been an­ 
ticipated, there were no public celebra­ 
tions in downtown Panama City. Bars 
that had been closed during the voting 
opened soon after the polls closed. 


Six U N. representatives and 24 
academicians from the United States 
and Latin America toured most of the 
3.038 polling places checking for viola­ 
tions. 


One man. Juan Carlos Voloy, said he 
had voted “no" eight times and took 
reporters to eight polling stations where 
his name appeared. 
"If I could vote no that many times, 
think how many times people could vote 
yes." 
The elections board said it would look 
into the charges. 
Vietnam vets owed 
‘special gratitude' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter said today the nation owes Viet­ 
nam veterans a "special debt of 
gratitude" because of the scorn heaped 
upon them by opponents of that war. 
Carter became only the third president 
to deliever the Veteran’s Day Memorial 
Day speech in the Arlington National 
Cemetery amphitheather and the first to 
bring his family. 
He was accompanied by his wife 
Rosalynn and daughter Amy as he laid a 
memorial wreath of red, white and blue 
flowers at the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier and p a rticipa ted in the 
ceremonies before about 2,500 flag- 
waving onlookers. 
Only Presidents John Kennedy and 
Gerald Ford had previously delivered 
the main speech, although other presi­ 
dents have laid the wreath. 


Carter, noting his ancestors’ service in 
the Civil War and First World War I, and 
his own service in World War II and the 
Korean War, and his sons’ participation 
in the Vietnam War, said: “I represent 
the kind of family that is close to all of 
our hearts ” 
He said, “Although I came back from 
war looked upon as a hero, although I 
was not, my son (Jack) came back unap­ 
preciated (from Vietnam) sometimes 
scorned by his peer group. 
“I think there is a special debt of 
gratitude to those young men who served 
in Vietnam because they are not 
appreciated enough,” he said to loud ap­ 
plause “It s difficult enough to fight in a 
war that’s popular."

Sudanese relations. He did, however, 
urge the 610 deputies to devote attention 
to the situation in southern Africa and 
aid to liberation movements there. 
Sadat touched only lightly on the Mid­ 
dle East conflict, saying that "the battle 
for peace has not been easy so far" 
because of Israel’s position. 


"We have been able to isolate Israel 
and we are continuing to clip the 
(Israeli) nails which have been clawing 
at the hopes for peace," he said, "AU 
rational people in the world now believe 
it is no longer a question of Middle East 
peace but of world peace." 
In his speech, Sadat never mentioned 
the Soviet Union by name but left no 
doubt what country he had in mind. 


Referring to "violent clashes" which 
both Egypt and Sudan had in the past 
with "powers whose strength is many 
times as much as our own," Sadat said: 


“These powers are still carrying out a 
large-scale design aimed at a new en­ 
circlement of our free national wiU and 
sovereignty. They are doing so by means 
of provocative political m easures, 
suspicious alliances and massive arms 
deliveries as well as intrigue."

FCI actors show anguish 
of rejoining outside world

It was an odd place to attend 
the premiere of a fine play, in­ 
side those grim concrete blocks 
surrounded by barbed wire 
fences. 
The playgoers were escorted 
through a series of cages and 
doors that locked behind them. 
As they entered the prison 
auditorium, like beings from 
another planet, they received 
the stares of a hoard of young, 
male, mostly dark-featured in­ 
mates. 
The visitors to F.C.I. Friday 
night saw a play about the 
strangeness and pain those men 
feel in returning to the world 
beyond the bars. 
A tall, thin black man with a 
la r g e 
A fro h a n d ed out 
programs at the auditorium 
door. Before the show began, he 
walked around briskly and 
chewed his fingernails. David 
Singletary El, 23, was the 
debutante playwright. 
But the actors, fellow in­ 
mates, in his play, '‘Everything 
Looks Strange as Hell, and All 
I’ve Got is a Barber’s License,” 
appeared anything but nervous. 
They breathed a powerful life 
into his drama, about the inner 
torments and outer conflicts ex­ 
perienced by a man on parole. 
They displayed as much ease 
and naturalness on stage as the 
four 
professional 
actresses 
joining them in the production. 
The play was produced by the 
West Coast Theater Company 
(WCTC), from Los Angeles, 
and the professional direction 
showed. Only some distracting 
shouts from the hall, the 
auditorium's bad acoustics and 
uncomfortable, hard 
wooden 
seats served as reminders of 
the prison environment. 
N e v e r t h e le s s , 
th e s e 
reminders seemed appropriate 
to the play because they drove 
home the authenticity of the 


confrontations on stage. 
Most visitors here get a 
superficial walking tour by 
prison officials. But here they 
saw Phil, the protagonist, light 
up a joint on the cot by the toilet 
in his tiny prison cell. 
Phil would be a free man 
within days, after spending 
three years in prison. Now his 
best friend. K-Smooth, also to 
be out soon, was working hard 
in persuading him to take part 
in a newly 
devised heroin- 
smuggling scheme. 
This is the central problem 
addressed by the play: how to 
avoid the tempting trap of 
returning to crime. 
This is the ex-con’s side of the 
story of the high rate of repeat 
offenders. 
Many inm ates have few 
friends and few opportunities 
outside the ghettos they left. 
There, the cops can be bought 
and the peer pressure turns on 
hard to pull the ex-con back into 
the same activities that landed 
him in jail. 
But though his environment 
makes reform difficult for the 
ex-con. Singletary El’s play 
recognizes that the ex-prisoner 
is responsible for his own 
reform. The working title of his 
play was "The Portrait of a 
Choice” ; for he conveys the 
painful realization that in­ 
dividuals make the choices that 
direct their own lives; in­ 
dividuals must accept respon­ 
sibility for their own failures. 
Phil looks forward to his 
freedom, but is afraid of it. He 
d read s that th in gs have 
changed since he left society 
years ago. yet, when out, finds 
to his dism ay that "ain’t 
nothin’s changed.” 
The play ends, like a night­ 
m are. unresolved with the 
choice not yet made. He has the 
lo v e and support of his 
girlfriend, but she represents 
the long struggle to make it in 


the alien, straight world. 
His tough parole officer is 
watching him like a hawk, 
ready to “bust your ass so fast 
it’ll make your head spin.” But 
the white man has also gone out 
of his way for Phil, showing his 
writing to a publisher. 
So for Phil, as well as for in­ 
mate Singletary El. the future 
offers both traps and oppor­ 
tunities, while the past is a 
burden that can cmsh if not 
borne with balance, patience 
and resolve. 
Singletary El, who says he’s 
been in and out of prisons since 
he was ten. began writing his 
play after participating in 
acting workshops conducted by 
WCTC’s Bill Bartman in 1976, 
when the company produced 
the West Coast premier of 
“Short Eyes” at F.C.I. 
The company, operating on a 
grant for “Artists in Social In­ 
stitutions” from the California 
Arts Council, has also produced 
"One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s 
Nest” at the Lompoc prison. 
Director Bartman, brings 
theater into the prison not as 
vocational education, but as a 
tool for encouraging self- 
motivation, self-discipline, and 
self-understanding. Just as he 
uses the arts in raising the 
reading and math scores of 
school children. 
“Everything Looks Strange 
as Hell” took Singletary El 
eight months to write, in an in­ 
tense, sustained effort. 
His play was put together and 
rehearsed, however, in two 
weeks, a com pressed time 
period that professional actors 
would n ever co n se n t to, 
Bartman said 
Lines w ere quickly and 
flawlessly learned, an original 
jazz score written by inmate 
m usicians, and the stage 
organized with the aid and 
cooperation of prison officials 
Bartman calls it a miracle.

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
The Carter administration will 
help states develop better 
educational testing but opposes 
any effort to impose national 
standards of m easuring 
scholastic achievement. Joseph 
A Califano Jr., secretary of 
Health. Education and Welfare, 
said today. 
“ I believe that proposals for 
federal testing programs, 
however well-intentioned, are 
misguided,” Califano told a 
meeting of the College En­ 
trance Examination Board. 
“ Even a wholly voluntary 
national test or set of standards 
would be a step in precisely the 
wrong direction.” 
Califano cited statistics in­ 
dicating that elementary and 
secondary schools in many 
parts of the country are not 
preparing students for college 
work or even with skills needed 
for living competently in 


society. He said 47 per cent of 
those age 17 do not know that 
each state has two senators and 
that the president does not ap­ 
point members of congress. 
The HEW secretary cited the 
case of a Washington. DC., 
high school graduate who was 
valedictorian of his class but 
failed to pass the minimum 
requirem ents for college 
admission. 
“ The American people — in 
return for the millions of tax 
dollars they spend on educa­ 
tion. . 
are demanding that a 
basic level of competence, a set 
of minimum skills, be transmit­ 
ted by our elementary and 
secondary schools to their 
students,” he said 
“ Basic competency tests, 
used skillfully and sensitively, 
are useful and necessary — 
they are a limited, but very im­ 
portant. tool for charting and 
improving education ” 


Korean 
probe 
detoured 
WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Justice Department, stone­ 
walled by fugitive rice dealer 
Tongsun Park, will try to pres­ 
sure two other accused con­ 
spirators in the Korean 
influence-buying scandal to 
become government witnesses. 
Sources said Sunday the in­ 
vestigation has not stalled 
merely because Park, the 
central figure in the case, 
refused to meet with Justice 
Department officials in Seoul 
last week. 
But. the sources said, if in­ 
vestigators are to trace any 
payoffs to congressmen and 
other officials effectively, tes­ 
timony now is all the more vital 
from former Rep Richard Han­ 
na, D-Calif.. and Korean-born 
businessman Hancho Kim , 
Hanna and Kim face separate 
trials beginning Jan. 9. 
Prosecutors hope to have 
enough evidence to create “ the 
threat of a heavy jail sentence” 
if the two refuse to tell what 
they know about the alleged 
scheme to peddle gifts, favors 
and cash to members of 
Congress to ensure favorable 
U.S. m ilitary and economic 
policies. 
Investigators believe the two 
men could help explain what 
was left unclear in three days of 
hearings last week before the 
House ethics committee, which 
is conducting a separate, 
parallel investigation. 
Sources said investigators 
will continue to release Park’s 
documents, causing further em­ 
barrassm ent to the Seoul 
government which denies in­ 
volvement in the plot. Ironical­ 
ly. the investigation could cost 
the Koreans the very thing the 
alleged scheme was designed to 
protect — foreign aid. 


Spirited Humphrey returns 
to Washington with Carter 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, clinging to a 
“ never give up” spirit despite 
inoperable cancer, is “ back 
where he belongs” today. He 
returned to Washington aboard 
Air Force One 
Humphrey, who has been un­ 
dergoing treatment in Min­ 
neapolis for two months, 
returned to the nation’s capital 
Sunday for the first time since 
an operation in August found 
the inoperable tumor in the 
pelvic area. 
President Carter ended a 
three-day trip through the 
Midwest and West by stopping 
in Minneapolis on his return 
from Los Angeles to pick up the 
ailing senator. 
Humphrey, Carter said, is 
“ the greatest American that I 
know, the No. I Democrat in 
our country and a man ... ad­ 
mired throughout the world. 
“ It s going to mean a great 
deal to our country to have him 
back where he belongs, again 
serving the American people.” 
C arter told a crowd of 
wellwishers at the airport. 
Humphrey, looking thin and 


pale, told the crowd that “ get­ 
ting back to Washington is go­ 
ing to be good therapy, that’s 
what my doctors told me. 
They’ve done about as much for 
me here as they think they 
can.” 
C itin g 
“ the 
h ealin g 
strengths” coming from a faith 
in God, family and friends, 
Humphrey said he will “ never 
give in and never give up.’’ 
“ I feel so much better,” the 
66-year-old liberal said, but he 
adm itted, “ Everything of 
course is relative.” 
The former vice president 
was expected to make his first 
appearance on the Senate floor 
Tuesday. Aides said he would 
stay in the capital IO days to 
two weeks, then return to Min­ 
nesota for further chemoth­ 
erapy treatments. 
“ I know of no one who ex­ 
emplifies what our country 
stands for better than he,” 
Carter said

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
outcome of the contest pitting 
preservation of the endangered 
bowhead whale against Eskimo 
traditions may be felt far 
beyond the icy Arctic waters 
where the whale lives and 
breeds 
The Eskimos, contending 
their culture is at stake, have 
gone to court to force the 
United States to raise objec­ 
tions to the international ban on 
hunting the bowhead 
But conservation groups and 
the government fear a chal­ 
lenge lo the International Whal­ 
ing Commission’s ban could in­ 
vite sim ilar challenges by 
Japan and the Soviet Union 
which annually kill thousands of 
whales of other species, some 
of which are considered en­ 
dangered 
Oral arguments were sche­ 
duled today before a federal ap­ 
peals court The Eskimos won 
an order Friday from U S. 
D istrict Court Judge John 
Sirica directing Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance to file the 
objection 


The United States had until 6 
p m EDT to file an objection to 
the ban which takes effect in 
the spring of 1978. 
Conservation groups warn 
Eskimos will be the big losers 
even if they win the suit. 
Federal authorities already are 
taking steps to eliminate the 
bowheads’ exemption from the 
Marine Mammal Protection 
Act. 
Fisheries authorities already 
have labeled the species “ de­ 
pleted.’’ said Craig Van Note of 
Monitor, a group of conserva­ 
t i o n 
o r g a n i z a t i o n s .

predicted Sunday the next step 
would be hearings on regula­

The Mexican-Americans have 
set up their own patrol to watch 
for Klan members 
"Last night it was quiet — 
almost nothing. Just some 
deer.” Arturo Gonzalez, a 
leader of the Barrio Club and 
former mayor of Crystal City, 
said Sunday about the group’s 
first patrol. 
Gonzalez said the 12-man 
patrol Saturday night was 
armed but found no Klansmen 
or aliens while watching a 60- 
mile strip of the border from 
Quemado to El Indio. 
“ What the Klan is doing is ob­ 
viously wrong and maybe what 
we’re doing is wrong but we 
haven’t done anything illegal,” 
Gonzales said. “ We just want to 
see what the Klansmen are up 
to.” 
Groups in Texas and Cali­ 
fornia have contacted the 
Barrio Club. said Gonzalez, who 
added the duration and strength 
of the counter-patrols would de­ 
pend on support from other 
communities 
The Mexican-American group 
started its patrols in reaction to 
plans by the Klan to stop incom­ 
ing illegal aliens Klan Grand 
Dragon Dave Duke had said his 
organization would arm and 
watch the border for incoming 
aliens in Texas. New Mexico, 
Arizona and California 
“ We’re mad because what 


the Klan is going to do is if they 
find anybody they'll start 
harassing them, probably shoot 
them.” said Rudy Palomo, 
former head of urban renewal 
in Crystal City. 
“ There are a lot of Mexican- 
Americans here who fought in 
world wars and have a done a 
lot for this country and I don’t 
think Klansmen have the right 
to stop and harass them 
“ I think violence depends on 
the Klansmen. but we’re ready 
to meet them head-on. I d hate 
for my father to be driving on 
the highway and run out gas and 
get harassed by them. 
“ How would you like it if you 
were a Chicano and were on the 
highway and the Klan came 
along and pushed you around0” 


The government told the ap­ 
peals court in a brief a formal 
U S. objection would invite 
worldwide slaughter of the 
mammals.

The recovery, in an expedi­ 
tion to determine the corrosion 
rate of barrels used for the dis­ 
posal of atomic waste, was 
made Saturday 
The research vessel Velero 
IV used a hook to haul up the 
barrel which was found by the 
submarine Pisces VI 
Sam Kelly of Interstate 
Electronics Corp . Anaheim. 
Calif . the firm hired by the En- 
vironm ental 
Protection 
Agency lo coordinate the ex­ 
pedition. said the vessels will 
stay at the scene until Wednes­ 
day to try to haul up another 
barrel from a depth of 6,000 
feet 


Swears his loyalty 


Formerly exiled Spanish 
leader becomes president 


BARCELONA. Spain (U PI) 
— Josep Tarradellas today took 
the oath as president of the 
Catalan regional government — 
re-established in Spain after 38 
years — and pledged loyalty to 
King Juan Carlos 
Tarradellas. 78. who had held 


the post in exile since 1954, said 
in the oath: 


“ By my conscience and honor 
I promise to faithfully fulfill the 
obligations of the post of presi­ 
dent of the Generalitat (the 
Catalans' name for their 
government), loyalty to the 
king, respect for human rights 
and strict observation of the 
law.’’ 


Spanish Prem ier Adolfo 
Suarez was on hand at the 
Generalitat Palace for the in­ 
auguration ceremonies for the 
new president, who returned to 
Spain after 38 years in exile 


Catalonia, the home of 6 
million people in northeastern 
Spain, has become the first of 
Spain’s regions to regain 
autonomous home rule. 


The late Generalissimo Fran­ 
cisco Franco clamped a cen­ 
tralized authoritarian regime 
on the country after winning the 
1936- 39 civil war and disbanded 
the regional government in 
Catalonia 
Tarradellas told supporters 
Sunday. “ I am here to continue 
the struggle of all the Catalans 
and non-Catalans during so 
many years that has made pos­ 
sible this day of glory and vic­ 
tory ” 
The homecoming celebration 
for Tarradellas ran from the 
suburban airport to Montjuich 
Park to the San Jordi Palace in 


the heart of the city — the path 
of his motorcade. 


Catalan choral groups, one of 
them numbering 3.000 persons, 
sang a cappella The song of the 
day was “ Els Segadors (The 
R e a p e rs!,’’ 
the region s 


anthem 


The 
red-and-yellow-striped 
Catalan flag and pictures of 
Tarradellas were common 
everywhere 


In their own Catalan lan­ 
guage, the demonstrators 
shouted “ Visca Catalunya (long 
live C atalo n ia),” “ Volem 
I Est,!tut (we want autonomy)” 
and 
“ T a rra d e lla s . 
Tarradellas ” 


The re-establishment of the 
“ Generalitat.” as the Catalans 
call their regional government, 
was negotiated between Tar­ 
radellas and Suarez. Tarradel­ 
las had been president of the 
Generalitat in exile since 1954 
and King Juan Carlos appointed 
him to stay at the head of the 
re-established version 


From a palace balcony in the 
heart of Barcelona. Tarradellas 
told supporters Sunday night. 
“ I ain here to work with you for

FDA seeks 
grocery 
standards 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Regulations on subjects rang­ 
ing from 
the p erso n al 
cleanliness of employes to the 
material used in meat cutting 
blocks are being proposed by 
the federal government to keep 
the nation’s 200,000 grocery 
stores up to par. 


The regulations are included 
in a proposed model law for 
state and local jurisdictions to 
be announced by the Food and 
Drug Administration. Officials 
said no such model ordinance 
has ever been written “ for the 
retail food store industry.” 


The proposal will be pub­ 
lished Tuesday in the Federal 
Register. It will invite industry 
and public comment for 90 days 
before the FDA decides the 
form of the regulations 
The guidelines include 
recommendations for the 
minimum height off the floor at 
which food can be stored (six 
in c h e s ); 
the 
in te rn a l 
temperature to which roast 
beef in delicatessens must be 
cooked (130 F ); the presence of 
“ live animals” inside stores 
(forbidden except for guide 
dogs for the blind) ; and the per­ 
sonal cleanliness of store 
employes.

"Mirror Mirror On The Well' 
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Power companies taking 
steps to prevent blackouts 


United Press International 
Officials of the nation’s light and power com­ 
panies have learned to avoid two phrases as they 
survey the thin electrical web their technology 
has stretched between civilization and the 
shadows of the dark ages. 
They do not say. “Only in New York.” 
They do not say. “It can’t happen here.” 
Since July 13. when a sudden blackout plunged 
New York City into 25 hours of anarchy, looting 
and arson, they check, they re-check, and they 
worry. 
“You're playing probabilities,” said Dave 
Raybern of the Oklahoma Gas & Electric Co. in 
Oklahoma City “ You can have all the backup 
systems in the world and something goes 
flooey...” 
“ At least for the short term , we’re in good 
shape ... but into the next decade there may be 
trouble,” said Carl Osborne of the Los Angeles 
Department of W ater and Power. 
Officials of the San Antonio Public Service Co. 
learned the hard way that it could happen in 
their city. 
They were alm ost IOO per cent sure it couldn’t 
after the New York disaster. The city was 
protected not only by its own modern back-up 
system, but by a regional network in which nine 
other Texas utilities could come to the rescue. 
The power men deemed a blackout “extremely 
unlikely.” 
Yet, at 7:07 p m. on Oct. 16. the lights went 
out. 
In a faint but grim echo from the sidewalks of 
New York, scattered looting followed. It came 
nowhere near the $1 billion-plus rampage that 
devastated New York’s decaying inner city, but 
it was frightening 
“Who would have thought this kind of situation 
would have developed?” said Bob McCulloch of 
the City Public Service Co. “ You can never be 
IOO per cent sure.” 
Jacksonville, Fla., also got its taste of 
darkness, though Hubert Chapman, director of 
the city’s electric authority, refuses to use the 
term “blackout.” 
He said the problem, on Sept 22. was a “brow­ 
nout" because the downtown area never was 
without power Still, suburban areas were dark 
for as long as four hours. 


“ I will not tell you it can’t happen again,” he 
said. “ Although generating stations are super- 
grounded, lightning could cause a blackout in 
Jacksonville under certain conditions.” 


Boston also had its blackout blues on Oct. 5 
when a four-square-mile area was plunged into 
darkness. The duration was short and Boston 
was spared a looting spree, but it seemed to be 
part of a growing malaise. 
Los Angeles and San Francisco are two 
metropolitan areas in which an extended power 
failure might trigger the terror that sacked 
some New York neighborhoods. 
Carl Osborn of the Los Angeles Departm ent of 
Water and Power worried about the opposition 
of enviornmentalists to construction of new coal 
and nuclear power plants — “ the only energy 
sources we can count on for the next IO to 20 
years.” 
“The lead tim es are very long and plants 
should be under construction, and they’re not,” 
he said. “ At least for the short term we’re in 
good shape ... but into the next decade, there 
may be some trouble.” 
A Pacific Gas & Electric spokesman in San 
Francisco said his city, unlike New York, is not 
an isolated entity and can fall back on “ multiple 
lines” fed by California, Washington and 
Oregon. 
“Con Ed in New Yolk is an island in a sense, 
with power coming in from three or four outside 
sources.” he said. “When it cannot draw from 
them there is that domino effect. 


“ Since the first great New York blackout in 
the 60s. we've had seven events ... which were 
larger than those that triggered the New York 
blackouts, yet by immediately isolating areas by 
shedding load, we have caused no more than a 
flicker of lights for most of our custom ers.” 
Richard Dwyer of the Duquesne Light Co in 
Pittsburgh was not so optimistic. 


“ Anything is possible,” he said. “ We don't 
think it’s probable.... No way human error or 
mechanical errors can be prevented There s 
always a possibility of an accident anywhere.” 
Stephen Jones, of the Missouri Public Service 
Co which is “ spread rather thin" where power 
plants are concerned, also was a worried man.

Fire started by cigarette 
kills seven hotel, dwellers 


MASS TRANSPORTATION is one way of 
describing this activity, but at the University of 
California’s San Diego campus it s known as 
Pass the Person. Students hail it as a new non- 
aggressive game for mass participation. 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A ciga­ 
rette apparently touched off a 
fire that killed seven persons 
and injured 12 others Sunday in 
a hotel which rented rooms by 
the hour, investigators said. 
The blaze in the Hotel Toledo 
on Chicago's southwest side ap­ 
parently began when a cigaret­ 
te set fire to a m attress in a 
first-floor room , bomb and 
arson investigators said. Six of 
the dead were trapped in a four- 
room addition on the first floor. 
The fire spread rapidly through 
the two-story, 19-room brick 
hotel. 
There was no evidence of 
arson, investigators said. 
Damage to the hotel was es­ 
timated at $35,000. The hotel 
charged $5.75 for a five-hour 
stay and $7 for 12 hours. 
The Hotel Toledo, formerly 
called the Paper Doll, was 
known as a “ trouble spot" 
because of prostitutes and tran­ 
sients who frequented it. said 
Patrolman Jam es Durkin. 
Lois M atthews, the room 
clerk, said the fire began in 
Room 101, w here a couple 
stayed three hours and checked 
out moments before the blaze 
was discovered 


“People were screaming and 
jumping out the windows,” 
Miss M atthews said. “ You 
couldn’t see anything — the 
smoke was so bad inside.” 
One neighbor said, “ I heard 
people screaming, ‘help. help/ 
from inside the b u ild in g /' 
Another neighbor was awak­ 
ened by cries of “fire.” 
About 30 residents had to be 
evacuated from the L-shaped 
building. Most climbed down 
ladders from the second floor 
because the fire blocked first 
floor exits, officials said. Some 
jumped to the ground. 
It took firemen about an hour 


to bring the early-m orning 
blaze under control. 
Two of the victim s, pro­ 
nounced dead on arrival at 
Central Community Hospital, 
w ere id e n tifie d as L a rry 
Johnson, 36, and Cheryl McKin- 
zie. 23. who was six months 
pregnant, a spokesman for the 
Cook C ounty M edical E x ­ 
am iner’s office said. 
It took until late Sunday to 
positively identify the others. 
They were A.J. Bates, 25; Sally 
Watson. 34; Sandra Fisher, 20; 
Thayle Taylor. 41; and Frank 
Collier. 44. all residents of 
Chicago’s South Side.

The p lo t, w hich b egan 
Wednesday with Michael’s ap­ 
parent disappearance, was kept 
secret by police and the FBI un­ 
til Friday night because of fear 
for Michael's safety. 


His father received a call 
Wednesday night 
demanding 
the money as ransom for his 
return and saying M ichael 
would be “ killed immediately” 
if police were notified. 
“ Dad. help me They will kill 
m e.” the boy told his father, ac­ 
cording to police. 
On Friday the father, with an 
FBI agent as his passenger and 
a two-way radio hidden his car, 
followed instructions that led 
him to two phone booths. He 
was told to leave the money 
beside a speed limit sign along 
a narrow road outside town 
The elder Brown left the 
money and two motorcycles, 
each carrying two persons, 
drove up 


One boy scooped up the 
money, and officers who were 
hiding behind bushes leaped out 
and arrested two of the youths 
The two others were captured 
after a chase 


M ichael w as taken into 
custody as he drove up to a 
movie theatre the same night. 
Police said his friends implicat­ 
ed him. 


“ My wife and I are hurt 
We're brokenhearted."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare has received 
more than 300 suggestions from 
governors, citizens and institu­ 
tions on ways to improve its 
rules, regulations and confusing 
forms. 
HEW Secetary Joseph Cam a­ 
no solicited recommendations 
from anyone “ who has encoun­ 
tered a rule that has perverse 
effects, a confusing form, an 
unfair requirement laid down 
by this d e p a rtm e n t.” The 
program was called “Operation 
Common Sense ” 
Among those impressed by 
the idea was Alabama Gov. 
G eorge W allace, who once 
heaped scorn on ‘‘guideline 
writers who can’t park their 
bicycles straight " Wallace told 
Califano the program was “ a 
worthwhile effort that is long 
overdue.” 
Tom Dickson, director of 
federal funds for Westerville. 
Ohio, city schools, said. “ A rule 
of thumb you may want to con 
sider is ‘Keep It Simple.’” 
An Arlington. Va., school of­ 
ficial complained the "regula­ 
tions coming from HEW must 


be devised by lawyers to be 
read by lawyers.” 
But Honolulu’s Mayor Frank 
Fasi dismissed the program. 
Fed up with the “ public rela­ 
tions em ptiness” of federal 
advice-seeking e ffo rts like 
Califano’s. Fasi said the re­ 
quests for advice “keep coming 
ad nauseam .” 
“They have come to me from 
the President on down.” said 
Fasi. “ Each is stamped with a 
signature and each says in ef­ 
fect. You lucky guys, we’re go­ 
ing to do so-and-so and we need 
your thinking.'"

Drought center ready Marathon 
for more dryness 
draws 
NY throngs 


Yugoslav President Tito 
overlooks big hotel bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — There ii quiet anticipation in the air 
these days at the state drought information center. 
Things have quieted down since the summer, when five persons 
operated the center, answering dozens of queries and complaints. 
Now, less than a month into the new rain year, Bill Clark, of the 
Department of Water Resources, sits alone in the room on a quiet 
afternoon and sizes up the drought between sporadic phone calls 
from the public. 
Clark, a former logger and, in normal times, a flood control 
specialist, puts the situation this way: “ We’re kind of in limbo 
right now. We could go either way.” 
So far, California farm ers, who use 80 per cent of the state’s 
water, have come out of the drought better than expected this 
year, he said. 


“ The losses were predicted upward of $1.5 billion,” he said, "but 
it looks like $800 million, with livestock getting about $500 million 
of that.” 
He attributed the rosier-than-predicted outcome to the drilling of 
nearly 10,000 new wells and the planting of drought-resistant crops. 
They fooled us,” Clark said.

A to tafo F 107 municipalities invoked some kind of water-saving 
plan, either voluntary of mandatory, cutting use from 25 to 55 per 
cent, he said.

But the amount of water on hand in Central Valley reservoirs is 
about one-third of the 10-year average and the hope for filling them 
this winter is extremely remote. 
Even if the prediction of a state-commissioned 
long-range 
forecast of 70 to 75 per cent of normal rainfall in Northern Califor­ 
nia this winter comes true, it won’t be enough to refill reservoirs to 
the brim. 
.

“ We won t be out of this this year,” Clark said. “ It will probably 
take three years or longer.” 
“ The estimate is that it will take 130 per cent of normal — plus 
two normal years to break the drought, whatever that means.” he 
said.

Since then. Kreutz has 
become just about the most 
popular guy around. H e’s 
becom e a m em ber of the 
Rotary and even was made an 
honorary member of the Penob­ 
scot Indian tribe 
And Sunday, dozens of people 
turned out to help him celebrate 
his 50th birthday. 
Kreutz was headed for sunny 
California for his vacation when 
his charter flight from Frank­ 
furt to San francisco landed in 
Bangor for a change of crew 
and to clear customs. 
When he heard a stewardess 


say “ San Francisco,” he as­ 
sumed he had arrived at his 
destination and thought the 
woman was merely wishing the 
passengers a pleasant stay on 
the West Coast 


Kreutz finally discovered his 
mistake when he asked a taxi 
driver to take to him to San 
Francisco and was told the fare 
for a 3,000-mile trip would be 
stiff 
Not long after that, a friend 
of the owners of a German- 
American restaurant in nearby 
Old Town found a confused 
Kreutz and took him to see the 
restaurant’s owners, Ken and 
Gertrude Romine 
In the last two weeks. Kreutz 
practically has been adopted by 
the city. The Romines. opera­ 
tors of the Black Rose, have 
been his unofficial hosts and in­ 
terpreters. 
On Sunday. Kreutz was given 
a birthday party. He turns 50 on 
Tuesday More than IOO guests 
were invited to the affair, 
where he was given a special 
souvenir album of photos and 
newspaper clippings of his ac­ 
cidental vacation in Bangor. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - You 
put one foot in front of the 
other, one foot in front of other, 
one foot in front of the other, 
and you don’t stop until you’ve 
gone more than 26 miles.

Second in the race was this 
year’s Boston Marathon win­ 
ner. Jerom e Drayton, 32, of On­ 
tario. with a time of 2.13 52 
But time, even victory, was 
unimportant for most of the 
others — for them the idea was 
simply to see if they could get 
to the finish line in Central 
Park 
And 4.823 did finish. Among 
them was Bob Hall, of Belmont. 
Mass., who is crippled with 
polio He raced in his wheel­ 
chair with a 20-minute head­ 
stall.

Heavy air pollution can hurt 
children's health, school work 


BERKELEY , Calif. (UPI) - 
Children exposed to intense air 
pollution may suffer in their 
school work and can expect a 
higher incidence of respiratory 
problems than adults, an of­ 
ficial report says. 
“ Excessive lead absorption 
may be related to learning dis­ 
abilities and other symptoms 
termed minimal brain dysfunc­ 
tion,” California Health Direc­ 
tor Jerom e Lackner said during 
the weekend. 
P o llu tio n ’ s 
e f f e c t s on 
children have been studied un­ 
der the supervision of Dr. 


Jerom e Wesolowski at the state 
D epartm en t of H ealth in 
Berkeley. 
The study said that because 
children are sm aller, have 
m ore sensitive lungs, and 
breathe faster than adults, they 
, will be harmed more often. 
“ It used to be a kid would 
have had to stagger and gasp 
for breath before he’d be rated 
as a victim of air pollution,” a 
Health Department spokesman 
said. “ Now we’ve come to 
realize the effects can be far 
more subtle.” 
Pollutants studied include 


chemicals emitted from refine­ 
ries, and lead — most of which 
comes from cars. 


Wesolowski s team s checked 
blood sam ples from youngsters 
in traffic-congested areas of 
Los A ngeles and O akland. 
Studies showed 6 to 8 per cent of 
the children carried abnor­ 
mally high levels of lead and 
need medication 


In an article for the Western 
Journal of Medicine, Wesolow­ 
ski said, “ The cost of this 
problem to society m ay be 
phenomenal.”

New Suns' 
nip Lakers

The Phoenix Suns look like a 
new basketball team in 1977. 
The Suns, who finished on the 
bottom of the NBA’s Pacific 
Division last season, have won 
their two gam es so far this 
season, but it was the way they 
won Sunday which has Coach 
John MacLeod anticipating the 
season's remaining 90 gam es 
The Lakers, playing without 
center Kareem Abdul-Jabbar 
and guard Norm Nixon in their 
home opener, had a 62-38 lead at 
halftime, but a second-half ral­ 
ly led by All-Pro Phoenix guard 
Paul W estphal and rookie 
forward Walter Davis gave the 
Suns a 104-101 victory. 
Laker C oach Jerry W est 
preferred to blame his team ’s 
inconsistent play rather than 
credit the Suns 
"This has been indicative of 
the way w e’ve played so far,” 
said West "A very good first 
half and a very poor second one. 
"We put on a clinic in that 
first half where there was no 
way we could play any better, 
But very, very poor ball handl­ 
ing cost us in the second half. 
We helped them make the easy 
play ” 
But MacLeod analyzed the 
Suns’ comeback from a differ­ 
ent perspective: "They were 
g r e a t in 
th e fir st h a lf ,” 
MacLeod said "AH I can tell 
my players to do is be more 
patient in the second half and 
try not to get all those points 
hack in a hurry

a race worth $100,000 or more. 
his 715th stakes triumph and 
7.310th career win 
Crystal Water, the favorite of 
the crowd of 33.000. battled for 
the lead until the final turn 
where he outfought his opposi­ 
tion to hold off the closing 
challenge of Vigors, while An­ 
cient Title was third and No 
Turning finished fourth in the 
field of IO 
Crystal Water, who last spr­ 
ing set a world record for I 1-8 
miles on the turf of 1:45 2-5. 
raced the I Mi m iles of the Oak 
Tree in 2 26 2-5, three seconds 
off the stakes 
record set by 
Czar Alexander in 1969 
Crystal Water paid $4 80. 
$3 40 and $2.80 
Vigors paid 
$3 80 and $2 80 while Ancient Ti­ 
tle returned $4 20 
The victory was worth $60,000 
to Mrs Connie Ring of Beau­ 
mont, Calif., who bred the son 
of Windy Sands at her ranch to 
increase his career earnings to 
$811,827 It was the colt’s fourth 
stakes victory this year which 
included the Santa Anita Han­ 
dicap and the Hollywood Gold 
Cup 
Taken east after the Del Mar 
meeting. Crystal Water encoun­ 
tered muddy tracks and fin­ 
ished third in the Marlborough 
Cup and the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup. 


The race was a three horse 
battle for more than a mile as 
Ancient Title held the lead 
followed by Crystal Water and 
Double Discount. But once they

for an expansion of benefits. 
It is predicted that the 
changes will cost no more and

WASHINGTON — At the bottom of 
most Washington scandals, there in­ 
variably seems to be some lawyers in the 
woodpile. 
The Watergate crimes were plotted in- 
tially at the Justice Department, with 
the attorney general presiding and the 
White House counsel advising. Lawyers 
participated in the 
bag-jobs, 
forgeries, 
frame-ups, break-ins. 
cover-ups and perjury 
that followed. 
Now we’ve learned 
that the bastion of 
legal e t h ic s , the 
American Bar As­ 
sociation. conspired 
with the FBI to dis­ 
credit the left-wing 
National Lawyers 
Guild. 
The FBI 
secretly wiretapped 
and spied on the guild’s national offices 
and then fed derogatory information to 
key officials of the bar association. 
The guild came under FBI surveillance 
not just because of its leftist leanings, 
but because of its opposition to racial 
discrimination, support of civil liberties 
and protests against congressional 
abuses 
These stands offended the late 
FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover’s standards 
for patriotism 
He grew up in Washington when it was 
still a small Southern town, where 
segregation was the law as well as the 
custom. 
To Hoover, the struggle for 
equal rights by blacks smacked of 
rebellion. 
He was an incurable cur­ 
mudgeon. conservative in his ways and 
narrow in his outlook, who saw sedition 
in dissent. 
The American Bar Association should 
have had a more enlightened view of the 
nation’s founding principles. Yet it not 
only joined in the red-baiting of the 1950s 
but sought dirt about the lawyers guild 
from the FBI. The sordid story has been 
buried for two decades in FBI files, 
which have now been made available to 
us. 
The bar association’s chief communist 


hunter, Austin Canfield Sr., telephoned 
the FBI in January 1952 to ask for infor­ 
mation that could be used against the 
guild. 
A top FBI official, Louis B. 
Nichols, reported in a memo that Can­ 
field “was in favor of taking...on” the 
guild. 
Nichols then supplied Canfield with a 
report charging that the guild worked 
closely with communist factions. As one 
piece of evidence, the report declared 
that the guild had blasted the 
FBI’s 
“Gestapo activities,” and attacked the 
ABA. Any criticism of the FBI was con­ 
sidered akin to treason. 
One month later, Canfield made 
another call to the FBI and Nichols again 
related the conversation in a confidential 
memo. “Canfield ... stated ... there will 
be ... an attempt to move the American 
Bar Association into action against the 
National Lawyers Guild,” reported 
Nichols. “He feels the ... guild has now 
gone far enough and that now is the time 
to act.” 
The FBI, meanwhile, searched its 
“security index” for information about 
guild officers. 
Four memos were 
prepared, advised an FBI memo, which 
“may be of possible assistance to the 
American Bar Association.” 
As late as the 1960s, long after the red 
scare had abated, the president-elect of 
the American Bar Association, John C. 
Satterfield, met with Hoover to discuss 
“matters of mutual interest between the 
FBI and the ABA,” according to a writ­ 
ten account of the meeting. 
Satterfield lavished praise upon the 
crusty FBI director and offered to do 
favors for him. Later, Satterfield asked 
another FBI official for “background in­ 
formation” on the guild. Apparently, he 
planned to use the information to dis­ 
credit guild members. 
For an FBI 
memo states. 
“ (Satterfield) would like to reinstitute 
this policy of not only barring members 
of the NLC from becoming members of 
the ABA but also expel from the ABA 
any attorney who continues to be as­ 
sociated with the NLC and fosters its 
aims.” 
FBI officials, with Hoover’s permis­ 


sion noted with a terse “OK H,” sent Sat­ 
terfield a 24-page report on the National 
Lawyers Guild. 
This compared the 
guild's positions with those of the Com­ 
munist Party. The fact that both groups 
adopted the same line on the racial ques­ 
tion and civil liberties, of course, didn’t 
prove they were allied. 
The ABA ul­ 
timately balked at officially barring 
guild members. 
Footnote: Satterfield conceded to our 
associate, Larry Kraftowitz, that he was 
“not in sympathy” with some of the 
guild’s activities. But he said he couldn’t 
remember discussing the guild with FBI 
officials. The FBI declined to comment 
because it is involved in litigation with 
the guild. The guild is suing the FBI for 
illegal surveillance and harassment. 
BACKROOM BATTLE:

Stennis. D-Miss . the crusty chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee, is trying 
to kill a plan for tougher investigations of 
presidential appointees. 
A Senate Office of Nominations that 
would probe the backgrounds and finan­ 
cial dealings of nominees is being pushed 
by Sens. Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., and 
Charles Percy. R-Ill.. who were greatly 
embarrassed by the Bert Lance affair. 
But Stennis. who prefers to approve 
nominations in the cloackrooms with a 
handshake and a wink, objects to 
“another layer of responsibility.” his 
spokesman said. “He likes the one-on- 
one situation of nominee and senator.” 
Stennis also objects to setting fixed stan­ 
dards that would “exclude some people” 
and “drive others into bankruptcy.” 
The proposed standards, however, are 
merely guildeines suggesting that the 
nominee should be “qualified” and have 
“personal and professional integrity.” 
His financial data would also be made 
public. 
Senators such as Stennis, one congres­ 
sional investigator explained, like to 
have a free rein over these matters, es­ 
pecially if it s an ex-congressman or 
former staff member that they’re ap­ 
proving. 
“The background checks by 
some of these committees are non­ 
existent.” he said.

Saving New Jersey

There aren't many political contests 
on this off-year that attract national at­ 
tention. which may be one reason why 
the governorship of New Jersey is 
relatively conspicuous. That and the 
rather unusual character of the incum­ 
bent. Mr Brendan Byrne Mr. Brendan 
B yrn e, 
who 
has 
emerged as one of the 
sleepiest public of­ 
ficials in a state so ex­ 
hausted by the produc- 
tion of Woodrow 
Wilson, it seems to 
have spent an entire 
generation’s political 
genes 
Brendan Byrne is 
s o m e t h in g 
of 
a 
caricature of an ex­ 
ecutive. His guber­ 
natorial career is like 
a slow moving fog bank of confusion. 
There was. to begin with, his famous 
statement when he ran for office in 1973 
that he saw no need for a state income 
tax “in the foreseeable future.” Six 
months later, he advocated a state in­ 
come tax That would suggest, at least, 
something less than clairvoyance. 
But when time came round to coming 
up with an income tax, the state was 
catapulted into confusion. There were 
those who wanted a graduated tax, 
others who wanted a proportional tax, 
still others who wanted no tax at all. 
Governor Byrne appears to have taken 
all these positions more or less 
simultaneously. 
Nothing much happened until the 
judiciary stepped in It is of course 
becoming something of an American 
tradition for the judiciary to decide ques­ 
tions the legislature funks deciding. It 
won’t be long before decisions on the 
Panama Canal and the Bl bomber are 
made by Chief Justice Burger. Anyway, 
the judiciary ordered the schools of New 
Jersey closed down on the grounds that 
they were inequitably financed, to the 
disadvantage of the poorer schools, 
because New Jersey was not putting up 
enough money to supplement county and 
local finances. 
Negotiations with the court arrived at 


the magical figure of 40 per cent. If New 
Jersey would put up 40 per cent of the 
cost of running a given school, the 
schools could open their doors. 
Grudgingly, the legislature voted a 
proportional tax, but also voted it a 
short-life term. due to expire next sum­ 
mer: and the question is, what kind of 
executive leadership will be available at 
that time to see New Jersey through the 
mess7 
By this time, even New Jersey 
Democrats were manifestly embarras­ 
sed by their governor. State Senator Fay 
commented. “Did you ever get the feel­ 
ing that organized crime is the only 
organized thing in the state?” And Dr. 
Paul Jordan was quoted by the Trenton 
Times as saying, flatly. “Brendan Byrne 
is dead. Even Yasir Arafat could beat 
him in New Jersey right now." 
So what did Governor Byrne do? He 
went to David Garth. David Garth is the 
nation’s premier plastic surgeon. He did 
the job on John Lindsay. John Tunney. 
Edward Koch: and now he is working 
feverishly on Brendan Byrne. 
This is done at no little inconvenience 
to Governor Byrne, who may have to 
give up his chopper You see, the Gover­ 
nor. like most mortals, enjoys 
perquisites One of the perks of his office 
is a helicopter, and he just loves that 
helicopter, I mean, he would take his 
helicopter to the comer drugstore, if 
there was a launching pad at the comer 
drugstore. And there isn’t any way David 
Garth can get his man Byrne to speak 
about some of the big issues of the state 
very convincingly. 
It is a fact that there has been greater 
unemployment in New Jersey than 
anywhere in the nation. It is a fact that 
under Governor Byrne, spending has in­ 
creased a billion dollars, or one-third. It 
is a fact that three-quarters of the 
brightest boys and girls in New Jersey 
leave the state to go to college. It is a 
fact that crime is soaring. What does 
even a David Garth do when confronted 
with a statement, made by Candidate 
Byrne four years ago, “I will commit the 
resources of my administration to reduc­ 
ing crime, particularly street crime, 
that will be judged by the success or 


failure of the effort” — followed by a 50 
per cent increase in violent crime after 
four years of Governor Byrne?

Dear Sir: 
As a property owner in Cebada Ca­ 
nyon. deeply concerned with what is tak­ 
ing place at the Lompoc Advisory Com­ 
mittee meetings headed by Art Hibbits, I 
would like to make the following com­ 
ments (Mi the proposed “Urban-Rural 
Line.” This “line" seems to change on a 
weekly basis in an almost whimsical 
manner, which is a fact that speaks for 
itself. What is more frightening, 
however, is the fact that at last night's 
subcommittee meeting (October 18), the 
head of the subcommittee admitted that 
he had no background experience — 
either in agriculture or in building — and 
in fact admitted he had no experience at 
all! This, then, is the atmosphere in 
which the future of our property is being 
planned for us. 
The Lompoc Advisory Committee is 
attempting to downzone our property, 
currently 20 AG, to 40 AG. They would 
have us believe that this downzoning 
would have no effect on our property and 
nothing would change. THIS IS NOT 
TRUE! The proposal has far-reaching 
effects on future development and on 
future owners. Through various actions 
and statements, it is becoming more and 
more apparent to more and more people 
that the County of Santa Barbara has 
every intention of thwarting the property 
owners in our area from taking advan­ 
tage of any right they NOW have to use 
their property. As an example, we 
currently have the right to apply for a lot 
split. An indication of what our chances 
for a lot split would be is the purported 
statement of the Planning Director that 
the 20 acre parcels in Cebada Canyon 
cannot now be split anyway. In short, the 
decision has already been made that no 
lot splits would be permitted. But to 
further insure their position, they intend 
to take away our right to apply. As of this 
date, no current owner in Cebada Canyon 
has even applied for a lot split and indeed 
there is every indication that most 
property owners do not want to split 
their parcels, however, they do not want 
to lose their right to have a chance to do 
so. It is a sad fact that many people 
would come forward and speak up, if not 
for the fear of reprisal from the county. 
In view of all this, I seriously question 
the qualifications and motives of 
members of the Lompoc Advisory Com­ 
mittee to plan for me the future use of 
my land.
